The long series of amazing episodes 
destined to go down in local history as 
the McPherson Case has established a rec- 
ord for sustained public interest in a news 
story never before attained in this country. 
It is probable that more columns of type 
and pictures have been devoted to the un- 
folding of this drama throughout the Unit- 
ed States than to any other one news event 
not associated with wars and rumors of 
wars. Every new angle has been a thrill- 
ing duman interest chronicle op its own 
account and when consolidated with and 
dovetailed into the main stem of the tale 
has gone to form a continuity more gripping 
than any moving-picture plot ever written.

To function properly society has 
to have leadership. That is true 
of all animal life that lives gre 
gariously, end man is no excep 
tion to the rule. From the ants 
and the bees to the birds that 
flock together, the cattle in the 
field and the wild ‘horses, cattle, 
buffalo, te., te., have their lead- 
ers. This leadership, in the last 
analysis, is nothing but govern- 
ment or direction of the activities 
of the mass. 

There may be said to be three 
kinds of government: 

(1.) The kind that has one 
leader who rules by force under 
so-called “divine right,” which is 
despotic. 

(2.) The kind that has a group 
or class that rules In much the 
same way and we call it an aris- 
tocracy. They also rule by sheer 
force and call it “divine right.” 

(3.) The kind where the peo 
ple select their leaders from time 
to time and we call it a republic 
or “representative democracy.” 

Some say that there is a fourth 
form of government, namely, a de- 
mocracy. A pure democracy is 
not. a government—it is only a 
mob. It never did exist, because 
it is based on a rejection of all 
leadership. Destroy leadership and 
chaos follows. All history proves 
it. Reason proves it. These 
truths were recognized by the wise 
men who founded this repubiie and 
framed the Constitution. They 
made it a republic by which lead- 
ership was secured under checks 
and balances, and with power in 
the hands of the people not only 
to select leaders, but also to dis 
card them. That leadership com- 
menced in the precinct and ez- 
tended along up to State and Fed- 
eral government. 

So long as we adhered to that 
we had efficient govern- 

ent, low taxes, social order and 
little crime. We called into the 
public service great statesmen who 
made our bistory during the frst 
125 glorious.
